SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video slick entitled Teenager Video Magazine Seventeen Channel 17 Volume 2 is 
classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is because the slick promotes and supports the exploitation of 
young persons for sexual purposes. The slick does this by making a direct connection 
between the viewer and the sexual availability of young persons through its use of 
images and text. The young women depicted appear to age between 14 and 18 years 
and some wear youthful clothing. Text repeatedly refers to teenagers. Many of the 
images depict teenage girls revealing their naked breasts and genitals and the text is 
sexually titillating. 

The publication is therefore deemed objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, 
and Publications Classification Act 1993, which overrides si4 of the New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990. 
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
